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"II felt that this would be
a much wiser plan in the lonp 
run and would be to the best 
Interests of the schools of Tor­ 
rance and the children of Tor- 
ranee if the Board of Educa­ 
tion were elected In accordance 
with the terms of the law of 
the State of California rather 
than In accordance with the 
terms of the present City Char­ 
ter Insofar as term of office is

"Under the present charier, 
the Hoard of Education is 
elected as of the 13th of April 
and those who are elected take 
office on the following Tuesday. 
This means that when a major­ 
ity of the board membei-s come 
up for election, continuity of 
policy can be changed prior to 
the end of the fiscal year. The 
law of the State of California
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that it would bo preferable to 
have the school election at a 
separate time so that there 
would not have to be special 
provisions for the portion of 
the school district which is 
county territory at the city elec­ 
tion.

"II is felt by the Board of 
Kducatlon that this separation 
of the .school district elections 
from I he city elections would de­ 
crease the complications Involved 
in electing hoard members and 
separate the issues between City 
Kovernmont and school policies!, 
and that this would be to tin- 
best inlerc.sls of all concerned."
